The year of nationalist 
mobilisation! 

At the end of September 2000,1 headed a delegation to France to visit the French nation¬ 
alist parties the FN and the MNR. A recently joined member who accompanied us was 
awe-inspired by the way in which the events held by these organisation were so thorough¬ 
ly mainstream. After seeing organisations that hold basically the same beliefs as the BNP 
running such large and impressive events, it was in a way depressing to return to Britain 
and the BNP! We have seen in the last few years mainstream nationalist parties come to 
prominance all over the continent - in Austria, Belgium, Denmark and Norway to name a 
few - becoming the main opposition to the corrupt establishments that litter Europe. 


T he question always being asked is when is it going to happen 
in Britain? The fact is, it is happening in Britain! And this 
year, 2001, is going to be the year in which you will see the 
BNP develop into an embryonic mainstream movement. Politics is 
going to undergo radical change after the General Election, proba¬ 
bly to be held soon. One of two things can happen: The 
Conservatives can win and William Hague will become Prime 
Minister, or Tony Blair will hang on although in all probability be 
forced to enter a coalition government with the Lib-Dems. If the 
Conservatives win, it will, and can only, be on a populist ticket, with 
'Save the Pound' slogans and noises about asylum seekers and crime. 
If they do win, and the Conservatives take power, we will see a mas¬ 
sive let-down where Willy Hague shows his real colours and 
reneges on each one of his promises. This would 
means the end of populist rhetoric from the Tories 
on tradional BNP issues leaving nothing from the 
main parties but Political Correctness. If Tony 
Blair hangs in there and gets his second term, the 
Conservative party will ditch William Hague and 
his “tough” strategy, and again, we will see noth¬ 
ing from all the main three parties but Political 
Correctness. Whatever happens, even though the 
election itself will be little more than a training 
exercise for us, we will win! We will be able to 
position ourselves as the dynamic force of opposition to the corrupt 
establishment and can begin the battle for Britain without vote- 
snatching and empty noises from the Tories getting in the way. 

The new strategy 

Our electoral victories will start during the second term of an unpop¬ 
ular Labour government, with the capture of a council seat or two, 
and it is important that all organisers recognise the importance of 
intensive canvassing in the General Election to prepare the way for 
this. The new strategy - in which victories in small council seats are 
seen as the springboard to greater recruitment and credibility and 
our move into the mainstream - seems to be understood throughout 
the party, but it has created a problem in itself. Every branch and 
group now seems to have or want a target ward, a target ward in 
which it can build up its own support in the hope of winning it. This 
simply isn’t going to happen. The proliferation of target wards has 
to stop. The whole strategy depends on concentrating strength, and 
not one branch in the BNP has enough activists to mount the type of 
intensive campaign necessary for victory. The plan will work if 
several groups and branches within the same region join forces and 
work side-by-side with the aim of capturing the most promising 
council seat. It requires two over-riding things to succeed: the nec¬ 
essary concentration of activists and resources to win, which leads 
onto the second, the willingness to forgo personal or branch glory to 
work in the pursuit of winning a council seat that may be some miles 
away. If it isn’t done in this way, the plan just isn't going to work. 
It has therefore been proposed that only one target ward be selected 


per region, with exceptions being made in very special circum¬ 
stances. Local conferences should be organised by each region, at 
which the officials and key activists decide together which seat, or 
in special circumstances, seats, should be given the bulk of effort. 
At the same time, however, it is important to makesure that mass 
leaflet drops in shopping centres and other populous areas continue 
once every few weeks to make sure that general recruitment doesn’t 
dry up thanks to the concentration of pre-election effort in such a 
small area. The branches whose target wards are adopted for region¬ 
al effort should make a special effort to help their neighbours during 
such events. 

Mobilisation 

This month marks the first birthday of the Voice of 
Freedom newspaper. Freedom has been a huge 
success since it was introduced in mass distribu¬ 
tion format a year ago and to mark its birthday this 
month it has been produced in full colour! The 
move to a full colour, monthly Identity is also 
another very clear sign of progress. This month 
will see the first annual spring rallies, events 
which, with improved displays and the party’s best 
speakers, are going to be ideal 'first-time' events 
for potential new recruits. This year is going to see 
our internet operation overhauled and updated even further, and the 
establishment of an ambitious pro-nationalist internet radio station. 
The publicity department is set to expand and grow in sophistica¬ 
tion, with a new range of recruitment material range and the 
involvement of more people with the creation last month of the 
National Secretaries research network. We have Red-White-and- 
Blue 2001, already being planned, which is going to be a weekend 
to remember, far outclassing last year’s. The BNP also has many 
projects planned which are being financed with the launch of our 
new “Building Blocks” fund which can be found on page 14. The 
creation of the Group Development department is helping to 
improve the local party structure, this leading to more new group- 
sand better run branches. All these things will enable the BNP to 
exploit the huge opportunity that will occur whatever happens in the 
General Election. 

Conferences, seminars, a full colour monthly Identity , Freedom , 
elections, rallies, internet advances, more publicity material than 
ever, training, Red-White-Blue 2001, re-organisation, the party is 
mobilising, the battle for Britain has begun, it’s time for real poli¬ 
tics!

refused. "Anyone who’s really 
worthwhile will join up after 
reading the information pack," 
was the explanation. As a result, 
those follow-ups went undone 
(though I’m pleased to say that 
we now have an active group in 
Plymouth, so the situation has 
improved for the future) and not a 
single one of the sixty contacted 
us again! The lesson is very sim¬ 
ple: Leafleting gets follow-ups, 
but only personal visits turn them 
into members. We must always 
see the process through. This is 
not a surprise. There are some 
4,000 books in print on the sub¬ 
ject of change theory - the scien¬ 
tific study of how and why indi¬ 
viduals adopt new ideas or prod¬ 
ucts, whether soap powders or 
ideologies. 

Only 4% are innovators 

The best synopsis is probably The 
Diffusion of Innovations by 
Roger Everett. It’s a big, academ¬ 
ic book, but one only has to read 
the first few pages to realise that 
all sorts of organisations with 
something to sell use the princi¬ 
ples it sets out - and that our own 
techniques have been in the Stone 
Age by comparison. The crux of 
the matter is the research which I 
mentioned in the first half of this 
article last month. All the evi¬ 
dence is that only about 4 per 
cent of the population can be 
classed as ’innovators’ - people 
who can come across a new prod¬ 
uct or idea and make up their own 
minds to adopt it. The remaining 
96 per cent may look at some¬ 
thing new, but they are utterly 


Britain is full of strange religious sects selling various brands of salvation, and network market¬ 
ing companies selling all sorts of consumer goods and the dream of getting rich. Many of these 
concerns are big businesses, despite the fact that what they are selling is generally neither want¬ 
ed nor needed by the vast majority of the general public. Is there a lesson for us in their relative 
success?

T here should be. Opinion 
poll after opinion poll 
shows that our core values 
are shared by a large majority of 
our fellow Britons. And, whereas 
most of the religious cults 
demand 10 per cent of their mem¬ 
bers' total income, all the BNP 
asks is £25 a year. 

Better off 

Of course, a few potential BNP 
members encounter a degree of 
concern from relatives or spouses 
when they say they're going to 
join us, but that is nothing com¬ 
pared with the frantic family 
alarm and hostility almost certain 
to greet someone who becomes a 
follower of some obese Asiatic 
'guru' with a nice line in Oriental 
hocus-pocus and a gold-plated 
Rolls. So how come such unwor¬ 
thy organisations are generally so 
much larger and better off than 


we campaigners for the genuine¬ 
ly sacred cause of preserving our 
own branch of what pre-PC 
anthropologists called "the Great 
Race"? Well, let's compare the 
ways in which we go about 
recruiting new members. The 
typical BNP approach is via 
anonymous leaflet distribution. 
When an individual responds, we 
then send an information pack 
and, in well run areas, the local 
organiser then calls round to see 
the enquirer. Just how important 
the personal call is may be 
gauged from the following sad 
but true anecdote. 

Lost opportunity 

In the last European election, it 
was decided that the Freepost 
available to candidates provided 
a golden opportunity to leaflet 
parts of the country which had 
never received BNP leaflets 


combination of 
white flight and 
local dissatisfaction 
with the old parties, 
suggested that our 
message would fall 
on quite a few sym¬ 
pathetic ears. One 
such area so covered 
was the far South 
West of England, 
where the party 
spent some £4,000 
on election address¬ 
es. Those for 
Cornwall produced 
more than sixty 
enquiries. They were 
promptly all sent 
information packs, 
but when it came to 
follow-ups there was 
a problem. The 
South West is a huge 
region, so expecting 
the regional organis¬ 
er to travel to Cornwall to do the 
follow-ups is like asking some¬ 
one from London to pop up to 
Yorkshire. The organiser in 
question was prepared to take 
time off work to spend several 
solid days down there, but could¬ 
n't afford to do so unless the party 
paid for the fuel and for two 
night's accommodation. This 
would have been a total of only 
about £100, but the request was 
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incapable of 'buying' it off their 
own backs: they have to see 
someone else - someone with 
whom they identify - doing so 
first. This doesn't mean the 96 
per cent are stupid or slow. If the 
entire population were genetical¬ 
ly programmed to try everything 
new at first sight, we'd probably 
have died off thousands of years 
ago when our ancestors first 
came across some pretty looking 
toadstools. It's just human nature, 
and no one and nothing will ever 
change it. 

Identification 

The person with whom they iden¬ 
tify may be a friend or relative, or 
it may be the fictitious image of 
the ideal mum finding her little 
boy's grubby football kit comes 
up whiter than white with Sudso. 
The important thing is that poten¬ 
tial 'buyers' see someone else 
using and approving of the prod¬ 
uct, and that is what gives them 
the confidence to try it them¬ 
selves. Nationalist strategists in 
the past came fairly close to 
stumbling on this fact when they 
identified the need for 'credibili¬ 
ty' - and believed that this could 
be supplied either by a large, 
impressive-looking march or - 
once the far-left and the media 
had developed a set of responses 
that made such events thoroughly 
counter-productive - good elec¬ 
tion results. 

Capture rate 

But while well-publicised suc¬ 
cesses undoubtedly do help us to 
recruit, they almost certainly do 
so largely by persuading more of 
the small percentage of innova¬ 
tors that "the BNP can win, so it’s 
worth my while joining them." In 
other words, they improve our 
'capture' rate from a relatively 
small pool. They don't go very far 
in meeting the need of the 
remaining 96 per cent to be able 
to say "people like me support 
the BNP, so can I" before they too 
will join us. This problem has 
been compounded by the fact 
that, because nationalist leaders 
and activists all tend at this early 
stage in our growth to be drawn 
from the minority of innovators, 
we have tended to assume that 
everyone else out there is just like 
us. Hence our certainty that we 
only have to send them an infor¬ 
mation pack containing all the 
facts, and they'll see the light and 
rush to join us. And hence our 
frustration when they don’t! So 
what do the cults do differently? 
Some of them ’cold call', but they 
do so in person, handing their 


paper or magazine to the individ¬ 
ual who answers the door or stops 
in the street. Straight away the 
publication isn't something that 
'they' have dropped anonymously 
through the door, but is some¬ 
thing that a polite, neatly dressed, 
smiling person gave them. The 
fact that it's the biggest load of 
codswallop since peddlers sold 
magic charms to banish the 
plague means that their success 
rate is very low, but because the 
apparently normal and decent 
person who delivered it has 
already 'bought' its ideas, some 
other people will as well. 

Prospects lists 

Much the same is true in Multi- 
Level Marketing (MLM or 
Network Marketing). New 
recruits draw up 'prospect lists' of 
people they know who they 
would like to involve in their 


business. They are then sold - 
often at a subsidised rate just high 
enough to deter time-wasters - a 
supply of recruitment material: 
glossy pamphlets; an introducto¬ 
ry video and a batch of pre¬ 
recorded cassette tapes which 
explain the business opportunity 
to new listeners. 

The way to go about it 

The aspiring networker is given a 
few 'pat' approach lines, all of 
which finish on the lines of "Why 
not listen to this tape and make 
up your own mind." The tape, in 
turn, tells the listener to ask the 
person who provided it for more 
information. Many of these 
approaches fall on stony ground, 
but the proof of the effectiveness 
of this system is shown by the 
way in which the better MLM 
companies (by which I mean 
those which actually sell useful 
products or cheaper essential 
services, rather than the ones 
which get rich by making their 
distributors buy unsaleable junk) 
have built huge and powerful 
business empires worldwide 


without spending anything them¬ 
selves on advertising. These suc¬ 
cessful businesses have learnt to 
utilise the human need to identify 
with others well beyond the ini¬ 
tial recruitment stage too. 

Testimonials 

They also hold big set piece 
meetings, at which a recurrent 
feature is the use of 'testimonials' 
- very short talks by ordinary 
people, often comparative new¬ 
comers to the business, in which 
they explain why they joined, 
how much fun they're having, 
how they've recruited others, and 
what they're aiming for next. 
You could have seen exactly the 
same thing, albeit with a different 
message, at the huge Methodist 
rallies several hundred years ago. 
They had their main national 
speakers, but they also under¬ 
stood the recruitment value of 


having 'unknown' locals, even the 
shy and perhaps somewhat inar¬ 
ticulate, making public witness to 
their new faith. It's very simple 
really: human nature is unchang¬ 
ing, and recruitment tactics that 
work with human nature are 
bound to be more productive than 
those that ignore it. 

Future techniques 

So while it is very important that 
we carry on distributing growing 
quantities of the leaflets that, at 
very little cost, recruit new mem¬ 
bers from the huge numbers of 
that innovative four per cent who 
have still had no contact with us, 
and get us local media publicity 
which brings us to the attention 
of even more of them, it is also 
time for us to find ways to 
improve our appeal to the 96 per 
cent who need a more personal 
touch. The list on this page 
explains the main ways the BNP 
leadership is working on to make 
this happen - and suggests sever¬ 
al ways in which you can get 
involved as well. Together, we 
can make it happen! 


PUTTING THE 
IDEA INTO 
PRACTICE 

■ We are now making a point 
of putting more real people in 
our recruitment material. The 
best example is the regular 
interview we’re running in 
each issue of ID. Sometimes 
these will be with well-known 
party figures, but at other 
times we’ll be talking to ‘ordi¬ 
nary’ people about their role 
in our extraordinary struggle. 
If you want to volunteer, 
please get in touch! 

■ While we will be address¬ 
ing the need to create an inter¬ 
nal programme of ideological 
education designed to ensure 
that our members grasp the 
truly radical nature of our pro¬ 
gramme, we will also be lay¬ 
ing a greater emphasis in our 
external recruitment material 
on individuals in the party. It’s 
not a matter of an unthinking 
personality cult; it’s a matter 
of more effective recruitment. 

■ You may get asked to give 
a testimonial at a big BNP 
meeting. If you do, keep it 
short and remember its pur¬ 
pose. Just be yourself, 
because that’s what you’re 
there for. If you turn out to be 
a natural public speaker you’ll 
get plenty more chances to 
display your talent, so don’t 
overrun your allocated time in 
what’s bound to be a tight 
schedule. 

■ Remember that producing 
a large run of a tape cassette 
specially designed for us in 
such personal recruitment 
approaches, is one of the 
items on the BNP’s Building 
Blocks Fund ‘shopping list’. 
The quicker we reach our tar¬ 
get, the sooner we can add this 
string to the party’s recruit¬ 
ment bow. 

■ Fortunately, you don’t have 
to wait until the tape comes 
out to run your own personal 
recruitment campaign - one of 
the best possible weapons is 
in your hands at this very 
moment! Pass it on to some¬ 
one you know who would be a 
real asset to the party. And 
how about deciding to take 
ten copies each month from 
now on and make giving them 
to your own list of ‘prospects’ 
a regular routine?

T he series used the most 
obvious racial difference - 
skin colour - as an example 
of how a random genetic muta¬ 
tion which confers a survival 
advantage on the individual in 
which occurs (such as lighter skin 
in low-intensity light areas such 
as Northern Europe, or darker 
skin in sub-Saharan Africa) is 
likely to be passed in increasing 
frequency to future generations. 
But then, in a BBC ‘first’, the 
programmes went on to show that 
the same process has led to a 
huge range of other racial differ¬ 
ences as well. Viewers were told 
that the scientifically-proven 
existence of such inherited racial 
variations exploded the “two 
extremes” of the debate. The first 
was characterised as racial 
supremacism, where one race is 
considered to be ‘better’ than 
others. The second ‘extreme’ that 
the programme slammed was the 
belief that all races are the same. 
Channel Four thus confirmed the 
correctness of the BNP’s moder¬ 
ate, commonsense position that 
the races are neither equal nor 
unequal, but simply different. 

Differences 

‘The Difference’ featured the 
cluster of runners of Olympic- 
class and world record holders in 
one tiny region of Kenya where 
12 out of the world’s top 20 long 
distance runners were born. 
Studies indicate that this talent 
has a strong genetic component, 



linked to an increased number of 
oxygen carrying red blood cells, 
a favourable genetic adaptation 
for people living 7000 feet above 
sea level. A geneticist comment¬ 
ed that that different races have 
different strengths, due to a par¬ 
ticular gene, and the Kenyan run¬ 
ners have a variation of this gene 
- it is slightly longer, giving 
greater staying power. Deniers of 
genetic difference like to point 
out that humans and chimpanzees 
share 98.4% of the same genes 
and that genetic differences 
between members of different 
races are too small to be of any 
influence. But the “slightly 
longer” variant of the gene found 
in the Kenyan runners illustrates 
how a very small difference can 
influence human achievement in 



a spectacular and disproportion¬ 
ate way. Genetic inheritance can 
have profound effects on how 
different races respond to certain 
foodstuffs. For example, individ¬ 
uals whose ancestors evolved in 
South Asia but who were them¬ 
selves bom in the UK have a 40% 
higher risk of coronary heart dis¬ 
ease and diabetes than do whites, 
the result of a clash between 
Western food and an ancient 
genetic mutation which allowed 
Asians to live on a meagre diet 
through famine. 

Ancestral inheritance 

Similarly, the inability of many 
adult blacks and Asians to digest 
cows’ milk without getting stom¬ 
ach cramps and flu-like symp¬ 
toms is something that has been 
‘bred out’ of races which have 
kept dairy cattle for thousands of 
years. Alcohol poses similar 
problems, illustrated on the pro¬ 
gramme where Korean, Japanese 
and Chinese students showed dis¬ 
comfort and nausea after a sip of 
a drink containing ethyl alcohol, 
whereas the white students con¬ 
tinued to drink unaffected. Again, 
genetic adaptation is responsible; 
many generations of East Asians 
survived by sterilizing their 
drinking water by boiling it for 
tea, whereas our ancestors turned 
it into beer, leading to genetic 
selection favouring individuals 
who could metabolise alcohol (an 
ability to take drink is a worthy 
and long standing tradition in the 
UK after all!). 

More differences 

One of the most interesting and 
revealing parts of the programme 
dealt with Australian Aborigines 
who possess much better visual 
and special skills than do white 
Australians. When tested by hav¬ 
ing to memorise and duplicate the 
position of 12 objects on a board, 
Aboriginal children - including 
those brought up in westernised 
homes - had a 50% better score 


Rich diversity 

The distinguished American 
sociologist Charles Murray, co¬ 
author of The Bell Curve , (the 
book which sparked a furore 
when it first appeared because it 
dealt with IQ differences between 
different races), concluded the 
series by saying “Is there a differ¬ 
ence in test scores between 
blacks and whites, based on stan¬ 
dardised tests of mental abilities, 
free from cultural bias? 
Undoubtedly yes.” As more 
inherited differences are found in 
people whose ancestors evolved 
in separate parts of the world, it 
raises the question about the wis¬ 
dom and the desirability of 
destroying this rich, natural 
diversity by mass immigration 
and enforced multiracialism. 
Fortunately, increasing aware¬ 
ness of the scientifically estab¬ 
lished reality of such differences 
is undermining the old egalitarian 
dogmas and making it ever easier 
for those of us who champion 
human genetic and cultural diver¬ 
sity to win the argument.

INTERVIEW WITH NICK CASS 

NEW DEWSBURY ORGANISER 


Dewsbury is an area with huge potential for the BNP, yet it has lain effectively untouched for 
some years owing to lack of an effective organiser. This gap has now, fortunately, been filled by 
NICK CASS. Under his leadership, Dewsbury BNP is making real progress. Identity salutes the 
work of the party's local organisers all over the country, and is pleased to carry this interview 
with one of the individuals who make the party 'tick'. 



ID: When did you first join the 
BNP, and why? 

Nick: I can’t remember when I 
actually joined the Party but I’d 
been interested in it for over ten 
years. I was given an old BNP 
newspaper as a teenager and liv¬ 
ing in Dewsbury I saw that what 


the paper was saying reflected 
my own experiences. It really 
began to sink in years later when 
I was doing a lot of travelling 
around Europe playing sport. I 
saw that every single white coun¬ 
try is facing the same problems as 
Britain, it wasn’t a unique British 
problem but danger to every 
European people. 

ID: We understand that you're a 
very good squash player.

for three years. 

ID: Is there any similarity in the 
attitudes needed to be a good 
sportsman and those needed to 
be an effective political organis¬ 
er? 

Nick: Yes, you need to be men¬ 
tally tough. You need to over¬ 
come the inevitable disappoint¬ 
ments and get back to the task at 
hand. You need to always keep 
fighting no matter what, never 
give up and just keep plugging 
away day after day and you will 
eventually get the result. My 
Aussie coach always had a saying 
“ Winners Make It Happen” “ 
Losers Let It Happen”, and I 
believe that to be 100% correct - 
you get out what you put in. The 
same is true with politics. 


ID: Tell us a bit about yourself 
Nick: I’m 27, born and bred in 
Yorkshire, I left school with six 
GCSE at sixteen to become a pro¬ 
fessional squash player, At pres¬ 
ent I work full time and live with 
my fiancee and six-month-old 
son. I have a lovely large close 
family with two brothers and two 
sisters and they all give me great 
support. My hobbies are walking 
and the great outdoors in general, 
dogs and leading a healthy, active 
lifestyle. 

ID: What made you decide to 
become a local BNP organiser? 
Nick: I was sick of so many peo¬ 
ple holding the same views as me 
and complaining at the way they 
were being treated, but nobody 
was doing anything about it. The 
post was open so with encourage¬ 
ment from my fiancee I decided 
to accept the role.

thing when you started up? 

Nick: The most daunting thing 
was how people would react to 
our message, and how they 
would respond to me. I was also a 
little nervous going to visit new 
people interested in the party, but 
all my fears quickly disappeared 
because I have had an over¬ 
whelmingly good response. I 
now really enjoy follow-ups 
because it really highlights what 
the average everyday person is 
thinking. You become a vent for 
their anger, because you are the 
first political activist that they 
have ever spoke to that they can 
trust, and who represents them. 

ID: Now you’ve got some experi¬ 
ence, what are you doing to 
build the BNP in Dewsbury? 
Nick: At present we have been 
concentrating on visiting the new 
follow-ups and getting them 
involved in one way or another 
with the party. We have also been 
doing a lot of leafleting in the 
area twice every week, as well as 
targeting younger people with the 
very easy to read Young BNP 
leaflet, which has had a very 
good response from local young¬ 
sters. We’ll be standing in the 
local council elections next year. 

ID: You were a fully paid up 
member of the Trafalgar Club 
last year. Are you rejoining this 
year and', if so, why? 

Nick: Yes I’m definitely joining 


the Trafalgar Club this year. If 
you care enough about your 
country and people then £3 a 
week is no problem to anyone, no 
matter how skint. It’s purely a 
case of where your values lie, in 
your wallet or in the fight for our 
children’s future. 

ID: How would you describe the 
situation facing white people in 
Dewsbury these days? 

Nick: The situation for white 


people in Dewsbury is very grim. 
We have racial disturbances of 
one form or another every week, 
and the problems only seem to 
get worse and more often. The 
local council I believe promotes 
massive double standards dis¬ 
criminating against the white 
community, setting up special 
schemes for ethnic minorities 
only, jobs for ethnic minorities 
only and even swimming lessons 
and schools for ethnic minorities 


only. Everything that white peo¬ 
ple are denied. 

ID: What proportion of local 
whites know what is going on, 
and how many of them object? 
Nick: I believe the majority of 
locals know what is going on, but 
are to afraid to speak out because 
they feel nobody will help them. I 
feel more and more people are 
beginning to at last speak out 
against the most blatant double 
standards, it certainly seems that 
way with the response I have 
got.That is why it is so vital to get 
out and talk to the average bloke 
to let him know we are there. We 
really are the voice of the silent 
majority and the more people I 
have met the more I realise it. 

ID: So just how much potential 
is there for the BNP in places 
like Dewsbury? 

Nick: I believe the BNP has huge 
potential and simply fulfilling 
that potential involves becoming 
a credible alternative to the other 
parties. We are the party with the 
right policies at the right time. 
With hard work, getting involved 
with the community and building 
a trustworthy relationship with 
the people we can first take local 
council seats and then, who 
knows, maybe one day I’ll have 
Ann Taylor’s job. We’ve got to 
aim high, keep working hard and 
our time will come. 


charge! The general air of unreality 
was topped off by the contribution of 
the new leader, batchelor Jonathan 
Bowden, whose strangled imitation 
upper class vowels and soft voice 
might go down well with his friends 
in the Spinning Top Club when this 
eclectic group of homosexuals and 
ultra-right intellectuals meet to dis¬ 
cuss obscure artists, but his two 
speeches didn't cut much ice with the 
locals.

Together, they launched a concert¬ 
ed, groundless campaign of char¬ 
acter assassination aimed at dis¬ 
crediting the BNP's new leader¬ 
ship and clearing the way for a 
coup that would put them in 
charge. "We've got the 
Bloomsbury Forum right behind 
us," the Edwardses boasted last 
July. Indeed they have, but that's 
their problem!

The Internet has a reputation for being tediously slow, nick-named the World-Wide-Wait, but at 
long last British Telecom have finally started to roll out their much-vaunted high speed Internet 
access service, ADSL (Asymmetric Digital Subscriber Line) which is going to revolutionise the 
way in which we can use this powerful medium.

We already 
have the resources to compress 
our own material and stream it 
from our websites, but what we 
have in mind is a little bit more 
ambitious. 

24 hours a day! 

Widely available ADSL connec¬ 
tions will enable us not only to 
improve dramatically the quality 
of our output, it will also enable 
us to stream (a process that 
allows for quicker viewing by 
removing the need to "download" 


Music moguls have thus had to 
make a much more realistic 
appraisal of the situation (not that 
nationalists should shed any tears 
for an industry that has been used 
so blatantly to promote 
ethnophilia, miscegenation and 
white racial self-flagellation).

A CONSTITUTION FIT FOR THE 

TWENTY-FIRST CENTURY 


In 1989 I made my first suggestion for change to the party's Constitution which had become 
dated since the party's foundation in 1982. At the time, to be fair, the change wasn't wildly press¬ 
ing and it was quietly forgotten. 



o it was natural that, having 
an interest in the party's 
Constitution, I would be 
asked to look at it and suggest 
improvement. This I did at the 
end of 1999, and together with 
party Chairman Nick Griffin we 
came up with the first major revi¬ 
sion of the party's Constitution in 


its entire history. At a General 
Members' Meeting held in Milton 
Keynes in March last year, those 
present voted unanimously for 
amendments to Sections 1, 4, 5 
and 13 of the present 
Constitution. A minor amend¬ 
ment of my own to Section 4 was 
carried overwhelmingly. 

Wide-ranging changes 

After securing change to these 
Sections which required the vote 
of the members, we needed to 
update the Constitution in respect 
of those parts that the Chairman 
is able to change on his own 
authority. This was left to me and 
the two big changes are to 
Section 6 (Discipline) and to 
Section 8 (Money). It must be 
remembered that the Constitution 
is a legal document which has to 
be got right. Which is why, after 
18 years, the changes made have 
been so wide ranging. The previ¬ 
ous Constitution in respect of 
Section 6 with its dictatorial pro¬ 


visions was, we had found, unen¬ 
forceable in law and therefore 
worse than useless. It needed a 
total overhaul and I worked very 
hard on this with a view to get¬ 
ting a balance between having 
firm and enforceable sanctions 
where needed against the 
demands of fairness. 

Major revisions 

So it is that the new Section 6 sets 
out a graduated discipline 
response with provision for writ¬ 
ten confirmation of offenses, 
appeals and tribunal procedures. 
Summary expulsion is out 
although it is still possible to 
summarily suspend a member¬ 
ship along with all rights and 
privileges in particularly alarm¬ 
ing cases prior to a tribunal to 
decide the issue. The new 
Political Parties, Elections and 
Referendums Act, concerned 
with funding had a lot to do with 
shaping Section 8, which needed 
radical change. And it is worth 



mentioning that this is the main 
reason why publication of the 
Constitution has been delayed for 
so long - because this legislation 
didn't receive Royal Assent until 
November. Allowing a few 
changes still to be made by the 
members, the party now has the 
Constitution it deserves; one that 
is fit for the twenty-first century.

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NEW LAW ON PARTY FUNDING 

THINGS YOU MUST KNOW! 


You may have seen the press reports about the European Union plans to give huge sums of tax¬ 
payers’ money to pro-EU political parties. There is also a less well-publicised aspect to the 
Eurocrats’ scheme to turn their empire into a “dissident-free zone” - a drive to make it much hard¬ 
er for political parties to raise money from ordinary people. In Britain, this takes the form of the 
Political Parties, Elections and Referendums Act, which takes effect next month. 


T his makes it illegal for any 
party to accept anonymous 
donations of more than 
£200, or to accept a donation of 
more than £200 from anyone who 
is not on the electoral register in 
the UK. Any ‘unacceptable’ gifts 
will have to be returned to the 
donors if we can identify them, or 
handed over to the Government if 
we can’t! 

All in hand 

We have already submitted to the 
Electoral Commission our organ¬ 
isational schedule under which 
we will be able to meet the legal 
requirements for recording and 
reporting all such donations. All 
local bank accounts will have to 
go, and all finance coordinated 
on a regional basis. Group, 
branch and regional officials will 



all be provided with all the infor¬ 
mation and, where necessary, 
training and advice, so there is 
nothing to worry about here. 

To our advantage 

We will not only overcome the 
challenges this Blairite/EU med¬ 
dling poses, we will turn it into 


an advantage by making our 
organisation more efficient. 
What ordinary members do, how¬ 
ever, need to take on board is 
that, from now on, we are unable 
to accept anonymous donations 
of more than £200, and that 
before accepting donations of 
more than £200 even from donors 
known to us we will have to have 
confirmation that they are on the 
electoral register. Even worse, is 
the fact that we will only be able 
to receive funds left to us in a 
will, if that person had been on a 
UK electoral register during the 
five years before their death! 

Attacks on our freedom! 

Someone might have worked and 
paid taxes in this country all his 
or her life, fought for this country 
and raised a family here, but if 


that person wasn’t registered to 
vote then any money they leave 
the party in their will would be 
taken by Blair & Co! So if you 
are one of the people who have 
remembered the British National 
Party in their will, please make 
sure you are also on the electoral 
register. Just call your Town Hall 
and ask to speak to the Returning 
Officer if you are in any doubt. 
You should also contact us to 
inform us of your bequest and 
provide details of your executors. 
And if by chance you have been 
thinking of making a will or of 
changing it to leave something to 
help the BNP, then you can make 
your own protest against this lat¬ 
est New Labour/EU attack on our 
traditional freedoms by leaving a 
big enough sum to make a real 
difference - and making sure 
you’re on the electoral register so 
that it goes to the BNP and not 
Gordon Brown!.

TAM LIN: A TALE OF CAPTURE BY THE 
INHABITANTS OF THE OTHERWORLD 


Hard for us to imagine today as we go about our business in a largely urban setting, surrounded 
by concrete and glass but a strong belief by our ancestors in another World, or Fairie World was 
commonplace even until relatively recently. 



mjk was first the introduction of 
I Christianity 1500 years ago 
I th at weakened our ancestral 
ideas but it took a combination 
of the spread of formal education 
and the Industrial Revolution to 
lead to an almost total neglect of 
our islands’ ancient beliefs. 

A European story 

Tam Lin is a story usually but not 
always set in the Borderlands of 
Scotland. There are variations on 
a theme from Wales, Ireland and 
continental Europe. It tells of a 
young maiden, in the classic 
(modem) version of the tale by 
Robert Burns, she is called Janet, 
elsewhere Margaret or Jenny, 
who dares to ride across the lone¬ 
ly moors of Carterhaugh (even 
today the A68 which crosses the 
moor of that name can be a lone¬ 
ly road, woe betide any driver 
who gets stuck here, over 
20miles from the nearest town 


and petrol station) to prove that 
she will return a maiden again 
and not be violated by the mythi¬ 
cal Tam Lin who takes any 
female for his own pleasure. She 
rides to Carterhaugh and finds 
Tam Lin asleep, teases his pres¬ 
ence and returns a heroine, but 
she then increases the stakes and 
takes a moneyed bet with her 
uncle to prove she can do the 
same again. This time Tam Lin is 
awake and she leaves only after 
she carries Tam Lin’s child in her 
womb! 

Captive 

She returns to her family who 
grieve for her future but Janet 
accepts her fate and returns to 
Caterhaugh where Tam Lin tells 
her that he is a captive of the 
Fairie Queen and on the night of 
Hallowe-en if Janet loves him 
and values what she carries in her 
womb she must hold on to him 
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regardless of what will happen to 
him. On that fateful evening, the 
horde of the Underworld rises 
and rides through the mist on 
their black horses. During this 
ride to Hell, Janet bravely seizes 
hold of her lover riding a milk- 
white steed and, despite his 
shape-changing into a lizard, 
snake, bear and a lion he eventu¬ 
ally changes into a handsome 
man. He is then released from the 
spell cast upon him by the Fairie 
Queen. Janet and Tam Lin then 
raise a healthy child. 

Knowledge of who we are 
and where we came from 

So what is a fairie story doing in 
a political journal? The BNP is 
dedicated to the preservation of 
our People and Race. Politics is a 
means to achieve that end. But 
without knowledge of who we 
are and where we came from, a 
consideration of our future is 
meaningless. Myths and legends 
tell us about the way our ances¬ 
tors saw their own worlds, partic¬ 
ularly before the advent of 
Christianity. They may have 
lacked the gadgets and infrastruc¬ 
ture that we take for granted 
today but they had the wisdom to 
recognise the importance to their 
crops and livelihoods of the 
changing of the seasons and to 
observe the natural process of 
procreation, gestation and child¬ 
birth. Tam Lin is a story about 
inherent good and evil. The 
Fairie Queen is a remnant of a 
darker force before the coming of 
Christianity, she represents the 
darker side of our human nature, 
and she may represent winter. 
Janet represents the virgin who is 
prepared to sacrifice her standing 
in the world to raise her child and 
win her lover from arduous cir¬ 
cumstances. She represents 
Spring and devoted Motherhood, 
the very essence of the future of 
our folk.

Sam Francis, the author of this 
series of essays is a nationally
